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Primary nursing care, although new in practice, is an old 
ideal of the nursing profession. RNs at Plano General 
Hospital are responsible for the total care of patients from 
admission to dismissal and sometimes beyond. The 
primary nurse who works the 10-hour day shift coordinates 
the patient’s care with the associates who tend the patient 


on the “housewife” and night shifts. RN Cathy Simms has 
six patients on the medical-surgery floor and each one gets 
personal care.

Where does the money go? How 
much are Collin County families 
spending these days, and for what?

Primary Nursing Praised

One of the oldest and, at the same 
time, one of the newest concepts of 
nursing is being used with great 
success at Plano General Hospital. 
Primary nursing care is one of the 
oldest theories of nursing, but not until 
1967 did the service get a name and a 
practical management system. 
Simply put, one nurse is responsible 
for the care of a patient. She plans his 
care and is accountable for that care 
on a 24-hour basis. 
“The primary nurse who works 
days coordinates the patient’s care 
with the associate nurses on the 
evening and night shifts,” according 
to Judi Guthrie, director of nursing 
service. “The physician or anyone 
else with a patient problem refers it to 
her. 
“She knows all the details of the 
patient’s care and all his problems— 
physical, mental, emotional and 
financial,” Guthrie adds. “The nurse 
even plans the patient’s discharge and 
follows up on the care he will receive 
outside the hospital.” 
If the nurse believes the patient 
needs assistance, she contacts the 
appropriate agencies to insure that 
the help is available when needed. 
This is an essential part of primary 
nursing care in the emergency room. 
When the outpatient goes home, the 
nurse calls within a day or two to 
insure that a doctor’s appointment 
has been made, that the emergency 
treatment has been followed up as

ordered and that there has been no 
adverse reaction. 
Many times, patients who have been 
treated in the emergency room were 
so excited and upset at the time that 
they forget what the doctor said, 
Guthrie points out Following up on 
instructions is a great service to the 
community and is a great satisfaction 
to the nurse concerned because she is 
able to find out what happens to the 
patient. 
“We usually have raves on this 
method.” Guthrie continues. “The 
patient likes to see the same nurses 
This is something they look forward to 
every day. Many form friendships 
that are kept up after the patient 
leaves. 
“The rewards of primary nursing 
care are far greater than the ex­ 
pense,” she explains. “The nurses are 
so satisfied that there is not a big 
turnover. Training costs are much 
lower. Also, by having RNs perform 
all tasks, our service is more efficient 
and fewer nurses are needed.” 
Guthrie says nurses have little 


trouble adjusting because primary 
nursing care is the ‘ideal” on which 
training in most schools is centered 
The nurse does everything for her 
patient She carries the trays, makes 
the beds and accompanies the patient 
to x ray or other departments, seeing 
to all the patient’s needs 
Most hospitals use the functional 
system with a RN coordinating 
patient care and each nurse or aide 
doing a specialized job. such as one 
nurse giving medication, one aide 
making beds, etc 
Other facilities would have dif­ 
ficulty implementing the Plano 
system because of lack of trained 
personnel, but PGH with a large 
professional pool has no such 
problems. Only RNs (a minimum of 
three years training > and LVNs < basic 
one year training) are used at the 
local hospital. There are no aides 
The ill nurses presently employed

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Texas 
Agriculture Commission John C. 
White first priority as the No. 2 man in 
the U.S. Agriculture Department will 
be to try “to make it possible for 
farmers and ranchers to make a 
living.” 
White, 52, who was agriculture 
commissioner in Texas for 26 years, 
Wednesday 
was 
appointed 
by 
President Carter as deputy secretary 
of agriculture. 
Confirming his appointment at a 
capital press conference, White said 
he will resign his Texas position 
following Senate confirmation and 
upon taking over the subcabinet level 
position. 
“You can 
have 
all 
kinds of 
priorities,” White said. “But if a 
farmer or rancher can’t make a living 
and support his family on a farm or 
ranch, then all these other things are 
meaningless.” 
Chiding past administrations, White 
said the United States must devise a 
system to create hard markets for 
agricultural products so farmers and 
ranchers could get higher prices for 
their goods. 
“That’s what has been wrong with 
past administraations, we’ve been 
running down the production road as 
fast as we could go without any idea of 


family’s annual income, or ap­ 
proximately $5,030, is going for taxes.

School Finance 
Proposal Near 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A House 
subcommittee is nearing agreement 
on a $670 million school finance 
proposal which would leave ap­ 
proximately $200 million available for 
teacher 
salary 
increases, 
the 
chairman of the Education Com­ 
mittee said. 
Rep. Tom Massey, D-San Angelo, 
said he hopes the subcommittee can 
complete work in a comprehensive 
school finance plan by late next week. 
Massey introduced separate teacher 
pay raise legislation Wednesday, and 
said primary benefits of his plan 
would go to more experienced 
teachers. 
He and Speaker Bill Clayton have 
met privately with Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe several times this week to 
discuss the school finance issue, 
apparently in an effort to win 
Briscoe's approval of the House bill 
before it emerges from committee. 
The Senate Education Committee 
began hearings on a series of school 
finance proposals Wednesday night, 
but the plan backed by that panel’s 
chairman, Sen. Oscar Mauzy, D- 
Dallas, is likely to draw strong op­ 
position from the governor. 
Mauzy's 
plan 
would 
require 
significant tax increases in most local 
school districts, and Briscoe has 
recommended a ceiling on local taxes. 
Massey concurs with the governor’s 


recommendations to avoid any in­ 
creases in local school taxes. 
“I think any bill that gets through 
the House is going to have to have 
some kind of property tax relief,” he 
said. “It’s in the wind this year.” 
He said his subcommittee is con­ 
sidering a comprehensive school 
finance plan which would increase 
state aid to local districts by about 
$400 million, with a requirement that 
about half that amount be passed back 
to taxpayers in the form of local tax 
relief. 
Massey’s committee separated the 
school finance and teacher pay issues, 
and will not begin public hearings on 
the salary issue until Tuesday. 
In legislative action Wednesday, the 
House approved and sent to the Skmate 
a bill by Rep. Tom Schieffer, D-Fort 
Worth, restricting take-or-pay natural 
gas contracts. Schieffer called the 
proposal a first step toward con­ 
trolling rising utility rates. 
The House also tentatively ap­ 
proved a Senate bill authorizing cities 
to increase motel occupancy taxes 
from 3 per cent to 4 per cent, despite 
arguments it violated campaign 
pledges of no new taxes. 
“Let’s keep our word of no new 
taxes. This is just a new tax bill on the 
people of Texas, that’s all it amounts 
to,” argued Rep. Bill Hollowell, D- 
Grand Saline.

Pojoaque, the Monument is 
about 20 miles; from San 
Ysidro. about 56 miles. 
During winter months the 
approach from San Ysidro 
may be closed by 
the 
weather. Be sure to check 
road conditions before at­ 
tempting this route. 
The park entrance road is 
well marked and leads 
directly three miles to the 
Visitor Center. 
A small, 12-cabin lodge is 
located in Frijoles Canyon, 
and is operated May I 
through Sept. 
30. 
Reser­ 
vations are recommended 
and can be made by writing 
the Frijoles Canyon Lodge, 
B a n d e l i e r 
N a t i o n a l 
Monument I .os Alamos, NM 
87544. 
Overnight 
accommoda­ 
tions are available in White 
Rock (IO miles south on 
State Route 4) 
and Los 
Alamos (IO miles north and 
east on State Route 4). 
Juniper 
Campground 
offers 93 developed sites for 
family units. There are no 
trailer hookups, but there is 
a dump station. The fee is $3 
per night with a 14-day limit. 
Campfire program s are 
presented nightly in the 
amphitheater. 
It is open 
from March 15 through Nov. 
I No reservations. 
There are three back­ 
country trail shelters, in­ 
dicated on the interpretive 
folder and the master map at 
the Visitor Center. They are 
for your use, free of charge. 
But please pack out your 
trash and litter. 
From May I through Sept. 
30. a Snack Bar is operated 
adjacent 
to the Visitor 
(’enter in Frijoles Canyon. 
Food service is available 
in Los Alamos and White 
Rock, both IO miles from the 
park 
A delightful picnic area is 
maintained along Rio de los 
Frijoles. No fires are per­ 
mitted. 
The Frijoles Canyon Snack 
Bar also carries a limited 
supply of groceries for 
campers. 
From May to September, 
temperatures range from 
highs in the 80’s and 90 s to 
overnight lows in the low 
50's July and August are the 
rainy months with frequent 
I hnnrlprslorms 
of 
short 


duration. 
Winter 
t emper at ures 
range from 30 to 60 in the 
daytime to below freezing at 
night. Snow is common. 
It should be kept in mind 
that the elevation of Ban­ 
delier ranges from 5,300 to 
8,000 feet. 
Peak visitation months are 
April through August. Spring 
and fall are beautiful and are 
recommended if you want to 
miss the rush. 
Remember 
that 
the 
altitude is over 6,000 feet in 
most of the park. This 
throws an additional burden 
upon the heart and lungs, so 
make sure to consider this 
when planning long hiking 
trips if you come from lower 
elevations. 
Before going on long walks 
or overnight trips, get trail 
information and register 
with a Ranger at the Visitor 
Center 
Wear comfortable 
shoes and carry plenty of 
water. Also please register 
in and out at trail heads. 
There are only a few 
streams in the park. Don’t 
drink the water unless ad­ 
ding a purifier. 
Drive carefully. There is a 
lot of wildlife in the park. 
There are snakes in the 
park,—rattlers and non­ 
poisonous ones. Be safe and 
avoid them all. 
All animals in New Mexico 
have been exposed to the 
plague. Don’t handle any 
animals that seem sick or 
act unusual. 


Backpackers in the back­ 
country are permitted to 
have campfires but please 
make sure they are out 
before leaving the area. 
You will have a much 
better time if our Rangers 
don’t have to remind you 
about rule infractions. So for 
your fun, and ours, keep 
these rules in mind: 
You must pay an entrance 
fee of $1 for a private, non­ 
commercial vehicle or 50 
cents per person by foot, bus 
or other means. TTie Golden 
Eagle Passport is accepted, 
but does not cover camping 
or other use fees. 


The park is a wildlife 
sanctuary. That means you 
cannot molest or disturb any 
of the wildlife in any way. 
The presence of firearms 
is prohibited. All artifacts 
and archeological sites are 
protected. That means you 
cannot disturb any a r­ 
cheological site or collect 
artifacts. 
Pets are not permitted on 
the trails or in the back­ 
country.
